I'JveiitH of importance succeeded 
each other rapidly here today. On iwi 
early nioriiiiig train Barciii ICiincko, a 
coiUidentlai representative in this 
country of the Japanese government, 
arrived at Oyster Bay quite tmexpect- 
edty. That he ■was the bearer of Im- 
portant information is kno'vra, but the 
nature of his messages is not dis- 
closed. He remained with the Presi- 
dent three-quarters of an liour. 

h'ol lowing Baron Kaneko's visit, 
l'ie.-.klent l^oosevelt had his acting 
soeretai-y, Mr. Barnes, with him for 
two hours. Late in the day Imiiort- 
aiit messages were received from 
I'ortsmoutli. tho responses to which 
occuided the i'rc;sklent's attention for 
a coiisiilei-able time. The President, 
acting- as an intermediary between tlie 
two warring yovoriimeut.s, feels that 
secrecy is even more incumbent upon 
hlin than if the matter related wholly 
to liliii personally or to the United 
Slates. He maintains that if any 
publication is made concerning the 
pending negotiations if must be auth- 
orized by the representatives of one of 
the powers in direct interest. 

An Unexpected Phase 
All unexpected phase In the peace 
negotiations developed today on the 
iirrlval licre of Jiaron Kaneko, a 
siiecial representative In this country 
of the Japanese government, for a 
conference with President Roosevelt. 
Haroii Kaneko's visit was arranged 
hurriedly. 

IJaron Kaneko remained with the 
President tliree (luarlers of an hour. 
He then drove back to (Jvster Bay

Xe\v York. llcfore his departure 
Haron Kaneko ilecllncd to discuss Ills 
conference with the I'resideiit. He did 
not deny that he v.as a representative 
of the Japanese government, but It was 
understood that lie was not the finan- 
cial representative. 

" The report," said the baron, laugh- 
higly, "that I am a financial expert 
and that I represent Japan In a finan- 
cial way is costing me lots of money 
every day. Whenever I go Into a 
Xew York hotel or cafe my expenses 
;ire Komothing' astonishing. I wish 
you would say that I am ' not a 
liiiancier and not in any sense a 
tinaiicial (.■.■>;p(>rt. That word 'financial' 
has been very expensive to me." 
Strictly Non-Committal 
Uaron Kaneko said that he had no 
iiiforinatlon as to the attitude of the 
Uiissian envoys towards the propo.si- 
tioii made by President Roosevelt to 
Ikiron Rosen. He Intimated that 
.lapaii might regard the proposition 
I'aMirably, but he could not say so 
definitely. 

"I think we will know tomorrow 
afternoon when the plenipof en tin ries 
nieoi. in Bin-tsmoiit 11," ho said. "By 
Unit time they will have determined 
the matter."

Jealousy caused a tragedy at Mount 
Sicker iiiiiiiiig camp on Sunday. 
J''ieilericlv diaries Beech, a miner. a."> 
years of aye, took a 3!j.ri.5 lille and 
killed Joseph liebeau, a liotelkeeper; 
the murderer then escaped to tho 
woods, and provincial iiolice. assisted 
by a posse of Indian hunters, are inn- 
suing him. 

The murderer had beeonie jealous of 
a miner named l-lardy. u ho liaii ousted 
him in the I'uvor i>r .Mrs. Campbell, a

Yesterday iiioriiiiiK 'riioina.'; was In 
liis hotel wiiei; Mrs. i 'a iii | ib.'lTs liUie 
daUKhter ranie a'ld said: ".Mr. IJeeeh 
is trying lo kill ni.v inolher." Tho 
holcllieeiier wi-iu out on Ills verandah 
and lookt'd toward the KUlly, and 
Heeeh lired three shots at hini. Mrs. 
Campbell, frightened, ran from her 
laundry toward the other hotel, kept 
by the late Mr. Bebeau, who, having 
heard the shooting, went up the trail 
to investigate. When he came to 
close quarters Beech fired at him from 
the gully, a bullet lodging in his abdo- 
men. Bebeau swerved around iiiid 
tried to get away, when another bullet 
was driven throuKli his lu^ok from Hie 
back, the ball severing the juKular in 
Its passage. 

Mrs. Thomas, from Uie verandah of 
the Mount Sicker hotel, saw I'.obeau 
throw up his hands and swint; his 
arms, slioulin?,' '■-Murder!" as he did 
HO. .She srreanied, ami Iioe<'h lired 
Ihror sluits in riipid sucicssion at la-r. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas hurried into tlie 
hoi, 'I, and the murderer went to his 
rabin, which Is near the Richard III. 
mine. 

1 'nivliK ial (.'oiistablcs l,onias of 
Jniiuaiis ami llallied of (■heinalnus 
soon arrived on tlie scene, and a watch 
set on the murderer's cabin reported 
he was still there. Special Ofllcer 
.Morton covered the door with a rifle, 
and ConHtable Halhed went and cc'led 
111 Heecli to open the door. Receiving 
no reply, lie broke Into the place and 
found that the miner had gone, after 
writing a letter which he left for the 
police. In this letter Beech said fare-

well to his associates at the camp, 
and, addressing them generally, told of 
the murder, the blame for which he 
plaeed with Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. 
I'ampbell, hia estrangement with the 
widow and her friendship for Hardy 
being due, he said, to the Influence of 
Mrs. Thomas. 

On Sunday afternoon a report was 
made that Beech was seen going 
toward Copper Canyon, where he had 
a prospecting shack. He was re- 
ported to be then unarmed. Con- 
stables Lomaa and Morton went after 
him. and at 4 o'clock found a man 
named Sid Dawson, who had gone to 
the shack to f^et Beech's dog. The 
tri)i was unavailing-, no slf,'ii of lieeeli 
bi'lnR fouiiil. The murderer is known 
lo be an expi.-rt Avoodsiiian and knows 
llie iloinu .Sicker country, throuKb 
which he has prospected, very well. 
Hi' could easllv make his way lo 
AlbernI if he so desired. 

In the letter nee<ii left in bis shack, 
however, he suKKesled thai he intend- 
ed to commit suiclile; but the coii- 
stables were disposed to tliiiilc lie 
mlt,'ht be blulIinK:. and tliat he had 
stated he intended to take his life lo 
endeavor to throw llieiii off the scent, 
wliile ho endeavored m lind liis way 
lo salt water. Tlie otliccrs do not 
b.dieve I^eecdi intended to shoot 
I'.ebe.au. who was a quiet and inolfeii- 
slve man. They say he li.ad bi!en so 
'■xcltcd hy his intense je:ilousy, behlK' 
a man of violent teniiier, tiiat lie shot 
at anyone who came witlilu range o( 
his weapon. He Is a powerful man. 
an expert rifle shot and a wrestler of 
no mean ability. 

The police have orir.-iniz.'d (lullc a 
Iiosse of specials, and arc assisted ill 
the effort to take the fugitive by live 
or si.\ Indian hunters, who are search- 
ing the woods in the vicinity of the 
scene of the crime. The bush there 
Is very dense and It is Impossible to 
track a man, but It Is only a question 
of time until the murderer will be 
driven from the dense woods — if he 
does not end his life — to seek food. 

An Inquest was held yesterday into 
the death of Bebeau. and a verdict 
returned that he was murdered by 
Beech. 

Bebeau was 42 years of age. He 
went lo Mount Sicker when the first 
prospects were found there, and was 
one of the first men employed In the 
development of the copper properties 
1 here.

DISCUSSION ON THE WINTER 
GARDENS. 

It is a uiatttT of refrret that the qiics- 
tion of winter fjardens should liav.- been 
idiscusscd iu sucli an undifinilied and 
"personal" way as it lias. Of the mauy 
letters written to the press only two 
or throe have l.-eeii in a temperate, ar^u- 
lucijtati've spirit. 'L'he iiiajority have 
been below even the avoi;;if:e ol" the Vic- 
toria correspondence on current topics. 
iWe hear a fjreat deal about tlio editorial 
Billini;sKate of llie press itself, fortu- 
nately nut a (M)ns|ii(;aous feature of Brit- 
ish Columbia jonrnalisui, but when the 
public get their swing "our esteemed con- 
temporaries" •are obliged to acknowledge 
their inability to l<cep peace. In discus- 
siug any question there is always a f;reat 
temptation to switi^li to side issuer, to 
iatroduce considerations of a persou- 
nl nature, and to say tinliind and bitter 
thing's for tlie mere sake of hnrtini: 
an opiionent. An ar!,Miinent is ilillicuU 
to keep within the rules of debate. The 
itendency is to hit below .the belt us of- 
ten as possible. Hence newspaper dis- 
cussions seldom tend to any results ex- 
cept uncomfortable feeling's in the 
gastric regions. Too many persims 
•take advantage of tbo privileges accord- 
ted tbem by the paper to say things over 
n iiom do pliiMio tlial tliey woulil not 
un.lertako to do ovia- their own si.^'uatiu'e. 
As a conseciiieiice, therel'ore, however 
important tlie subject under diseus.-<ion, 
(th« real' merits of the case are usually 
obscured by a cloud oC innuendo. Cor- 
respondents .-^tray into numerous by- 
paths and apply themselves to each oth- 
ers' peccadilloes ratlier than tlio jss\iep 
.T\-hich they started out to drhaie. l>is- 
cussion dcKcnerales into a verbal brawl. 
Tlie "winter Liarilens" controversy is an 
excellent example of what we mean. 
There are only two or three questions 
involve<l. Is the scheme as oiUlined a 
meritorious iiroimsil i<in V Will it aeliieve 
I lie object I'.ir which it is intendedV H 
that be <lei-iileil in the alllrmative, the 
next thing to consider i-^, will it payV 
Can it be mnde •^elf-siistainiu!;. or sulli- 
ciently so to justify tlie city, in view of 
iiiiliriH-t bciii'lils, til nmlcrtake it on the 
lines proposed".' .\nd. linally, should it 
be a municipal undertaking: or shoulil it 
bo left to private enterprise? Siu-ely, 
•^Mcli iinestioMs as these can be discussed 
without vefcreiice to the personality of 
tliosi' who oppose or sui(i>ort il. Doubt- 
Jess there are citizens botli supporting 
and opposing it who are intluenced by 
considerations oC a personal nature, i) 
tiict, by Imw it ;ilTccis their own inter 
esls; lint its merits as a proposition arc 
entirely apart fnmi such considerations 
Mr. Boscowit-/,, for iiisiaiice, sees eonipe 
tition in it for liini as tlie owner of a llie 
aire, and doi^s itot believe iu the muni 
ciiiality going into the show business

• miles, one-lhird less than Miinitoba. You 
could put down lieven provinces the size 
of all, three in tho province of British 
.Columbia. Their combined population 
Is less tluiii a million and not likely to 
increaiio. much for w)mo time to cotnc, 
w.liiln Ihnl of the other provinces is cx- 
imiiding rapidly. Their aggregate pro- 
vincial receipts did not, in 1904, equal 
,tlio.-,e of Biitish Columbia
